To Each Aeroplane Will Be 


Attached One Truck As 
Tender, Carrying Crew, 
Tools, Spare Parts and 
Other Necessary Equip- 
ment — Squadron Serves 
With Field Troops.

Fort Sill, Okla., Nov. 17.—Fort 


Sill bustled with activity today, in 
preparation for the departure of the 
first aero squadron of the 
United 


States army which tomorrow morn- 
ing will fly from its temporary home 
here to its new station at San An- 
tonio, Texas. 


The fiight originally was to start 


on Nov. 20, but fine weather and 
the fact that everything was in read- 
iness at San Antonio, caused 
a 


change in plans. 
Six 
aeroplanes 


will make the journey. 


The aerial journey will be made 


under conditions as nearly like those 
encountered in actual wartime as 
possible. The distance to be covered 
is 450 miles. Stops will be made at 


i these points in Texas: Wichita Falls, 


Bowie, Decatur, Fort 
Worth, 
Cle- 


burn, Hillsboro, Waco, Georgetown, 
Austin and possibly at Granger and 
Temple. 


The flight is intended to give a 


line on just how many aviators may 
be expected to work during a war. 


, It is desired to test to the utmost 
the ability of the fliers to follow a 
previously designated route over uto- 
known country; it will give an oppor- 
tunity to try the army transport sys- 
tem under stipulated war conditions, 
since trucks 
following 
the 
aero- 


planes will be forced to make an av- 
erage of 80 miles a day on land; it 
will test the power of the motors to 
stand up under service 
conditions 


and the resourcefulness and adapta- 
bility of the army flying organiza- 
tion, particularly its supply depart- 
ment. 


To each aeroplane will be assign- 


ed one truck as tender, carrying the 
crew, tools, spare parts and other 
supplies. 
A newly developed ma- 


chine shop truck, carrying a lathe 
and forge, will be along to main- 
tain the squadron on the way. For 
minor repairs to aeroplanes forced to 
land 
through 
motor 
trouble, 
a 


(corps of six motorcycles carrying 
emergency repair kits, and all capa- 
ble of great speed, will be depend- 
ed upon. 


The First Aero Squadron, signal 


corps, U. S. A., is the official desig- 
nation 
of the 
flying 
unit. 
The 


squadron is divided into six flying 
sections, a transport section, a sup- 
ply section, an 
engineer 
section 


charged with motor repairs, and a 
headquarters section. 
The officers 


are Captain B. D. Foulois, command- 
ing, 
and Lieutenants T. D. Milling, 


C. G. Chapman, J. E. Carberry, T. 
S. Bowen and I. A. Rader. Captain 
Foulois is the oldest military flyer 
in the United States in point of ser- 
vice. 
With Orville Wright he com- 


pleted the first cross-country flight

Anglo-French Council Hold 


Meeting in Paris Today; Are 


Shown Distinguished Honors

Paris, Nov. 17.—The first meeting 


of the joint Anglo-French war coun- 
cil was held here 
this 
afternoon. 


Those taking part were Premier As- 
quith, A. J. Balfour, First Lord of 
the Admiralty; David Lloyd 'George, 
(Minister of munitions; and Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, secretary of foreign af- 
fairs of the British cabinet, while 
the French participants were , Pre- 
mier Briand, General Gallieni, min- 
ister of war; Admiral Lacase, minis- 
ter of marine, and General Joffre, 
th« French commander-in-chief. 


The trip of Premier lAsqulth and 


his colleagues to Paris 
signalizes 


the Inauguration of the meetings of 
Ihe allied war council of which the 
premier spoke in the house of com- 
mons on November 10. 


The fact that the premier Is ac- 


companied by naval and military ad- 
visers Is an indication that wider co- 
operation of the staffs of the two 
nations also Is about to be institut- 
ed as was foreshadowed in the pre- 
mier'* speech. 
The four British ministers on ar- 


rlf lot in Part* were met by Premier 


Briand who gave a luncheon and re-

Seattle, 
Wash., Nov. 17.—There

day of attempts to reach the interioi 
of the mine where the explosion oc- 
curred.

Mosr of these are declin- 
ing yearly, and this is particularly 
true in distri'-ts where 
farming is

than on sectarian lines. "The coun- 
try church in Ohio has been found 
to be too small in size, too narrow
